Our Editorial Independence 


It’s never comfortable when a 
news organization becomes news. We 
aim to tell stories about others, but occa- 
sionally the tables get turned. The spot- 
light’s glare can be harsh, but, as is the 
case with most uncomfortable issues, the 
light tends to have an ameliorating effect. 
That happened last week at the 
San Francisco Media Company, which 
publishes the San Francisco Examiner 
and SF Weekly. A drama played out 
in our newsrooms and executive 
offices about whether we should 
tailor our editorial product to appease 
advertisers. The result of the turmoil 
was that we, as a media company, 
reaffirm and adamantly defend the 
importance of an independent editorial 
voice and a free press for San Francisco. 
Such a policy is essential for our 
mission to deliver trusted news to our 
readers, to maintain credibility among 
those we report on and seek to hold 
accountable, and to go after important 
stories that impact the future of the 
city. Those powers are only afforded 


to an independent press, and that is a 
privilege and an honor we hold dear, 
and one we will not give up without a 
fight. 

It is, as they say, the whole ball 
game. 

Only as an independent voice can 
we truly serve our advertisers, as well, 
since without that trust and integrity, 
the news we publish would not attract 
serious interest and, thus, our ads 
would rightly go unseen. 

Iam happy to report we uphold 
those beliefs at the Examiner and SF 
Weekly. Under current ownership, we 


have never violated that trust, and 
after a close call last week at SF Weekly, 
we hereby vow to redouble our efforts 
to uphold that tradition. 

We had many difficult talks last 
week in both newsrooms. The news- 
rooms sit next to each other, sharing 
a common wall, so even though both 
strive to offer a unique view on the city

all last week about allegations of cor- 
ruption out of City Hall that had locals 
buzzing. 

The crisis we faced last week, which 
became a public brouhaha, will poten- 
tially make us a stronger company, and 
it was a stark reminder of why we are 
here and how we can continue to best 
serve our readers, our advertisers, and 
the city. We hope you keep reading.

Are San Francisco hospitals ready for hackers? 


By Jack Morse 


In 2015, death is just a mouse 
click away. The Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration sent a safety warning to hospitals 
nationwide on July 31, alerting staff that 
computerized infusion pumps made by 
medical device giant Hospira are vulnera- 
ble to hackers. Unlike the headline-mak- 
ing data breaches we’re accustomed to 
reading about, 
what patients 
stand to lose 

this time 

around isn’t 
their privacy, 

but their lives. 

The pumps’ 
vulnerability 
was discovered 
in 2014 by 
security 
researcher 
Billy Rios, who 
works out of his 
garage in Half Moon Bay. Hospira 
pumps, which deliver medicine to 
patients in hospitals and nursing 
homes across the country, have a 
wireless component that allows 
hackers to remotely access and control 
them. 

“With this vulnerability you could 
kill someone 100 miles away, 1,000 
miles away,’ Rios told SF Weekly. “We're 
dumping the entire vial into the IV,” he 
said, spelling out the worst case scenar- 
io. He added that the attack could be 
done from anywhere: “We could do it 
from a Starbucks.” 

Rios contacted the FDA and Hospira 
more than a year before he went public

Weed's 
Water War

This summer has been busy for 
law enforcement in California’s Emerald 
Triangle, the sparsely populated rural 
counties where as much as 70 percent of 
the cannabis smoked in America is grown. 
Large raids in Humboldt, Mendoci- 
no, and Trinity counties have yielded 
few arrests — a cop convoy is not subtle 
and provided outlaw growers enough 
advance warning to flee, and at least one 
search warrant was served at a grow that 
was legal — but have turned up tens of 
thousands of plants, worth tens of mil- 
lions of dollars, plus one startling find. 
At a grow site in the remote Island 
Mountain area, sheriff’s deputies 
discovered a football field-sized water 
bladder. Whether pulled from a now-dry 
creek or a spring, that’s the kind of sight 
that fuels outrage in the fourth long, hot 
summer of California’s historic drought. 
The Island Mountain raid hit private 
land rather than the national forest, 
meaning it didn’t hit the loathed 
trespass or “cartel grows.” This was by 
design. 
Raids are no longer staged based 


on mere plant counts. These days, an 
illegally-dug pond or poorly-built road 
is riskier for a marijuana grower than an 
extra row of plants. In a thematic shift, 
law enforcement is using environmental 
degradation as the reason for sending in 
the helicopters. 

They’re also using bad science. 

The state Department of Fish and 
Wildlife is the lead agency on some of 
these raids. According to the DFW, a can- 
nabis plant uses between 5 and 10 gallons 
of water a day. That’s a wide range, based 
on a back-of-the-envelope estimate which 
has become fact. 

These numbers aren't derived from a 
scientific study but from a single source 
who now repudiates the figure. In 2010, 
the Humboldt Growers Association, a 
legal cannabis farmers’ advocacy group, 
first published the 5-to-10 gallon figure 
during Humboldt County’s brief (and 
abandoned) effort to regulate outdoor 
growing. This year, Emerald Growers As- 
sociation, HGA’s successor, has steadily 
backpedaled from the 5-to-10 gallon 
estimate. That’s a “worst case scenario” 
that was never intended to represent 
an average, says Hezekiah Allen, the 
organization’s co-founder and executive 
director. 

The problem is that that figure has 
since been published in a string of sci- 
entific articles, including this month’s 
issue of Bioscience. 
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“This isn’t science. It was a guess,” 
says Allen. “They’re now taking that 
number and plastering it in the head- 
lines, out of context.” 

And so far, the state’s environmental 
scientists have stood firm. 

“These are the numbers [DFW] uses 
and will continue to use,” said Scott Bau- 
er, a senior environmental scientist with 
the agency and one of the co-authors of 
the Bioscience article, in comments to 
the Sacramento Bee. 

So how much water does a cannabis 
plant really use? The answer is that it 
depends. Which means the real answer, 
from a data-driven standpoint, is that 
nobody knows. 

And now both the cannabis industry 
and the state’s environmental stewards 
are pointing at each other and demanding 
a better-grounded figure. In the mean- 
time, both the drought and enormous 
amounts of cannabis cultivation continue. 


The cannabis trade is full of huge 
numbers. Medical marijuana sales top $1 
billion in California. Legal cannabis sales 
exceed $2.7 billion nationwide. Whol- 
sesale, marijuana is a $16.7 billion cash 
crop, almost double the California’s wine 
industry. 

All of these numbers are estimates. 
You can thank cannabis prohibition for 
that. As with all wars, truth — or at 
least reliable data — was an early casual-

ty of the drug war. 

To date, there has been no compre- 
hensive study of how much water a 
modern, commercially-grown cannabis 
plant uses. 

How much water a cannabis plant 
uses depends not only on its size but 
also on how it’s grown. Many of the 
plants seized during the Island Moun- 
tain raid were in one-gallon pots, Allen 
says. These, clearly, cannot use five 
gallons of water day. However, large 
plants that yield five pounds of cannabis 
or more at harvest could easily use ten 
gallons a day. (A better way to calculate 
water usage may be by yield; the indus- 
try says a pound of pot needs one gallon 
a day over an 150-day growing season.) 

In an email to SF Weekly, Bauer says 
that a wide-ranging study is needed. 
Enterprising graduate students may 
take notice, but they may also be disap- 
pointed. Marijuana is an unregulated 
industry. Good luck getting grants from

the government or enough growers to 
produce a peer-reviewed study. 

“We all want better science on this,” 
agrees Jeanette Howard, who heads the 
Nature Conservancy’s water program 
and co-authored the Bioscience article. 
But for now, she says, “relying on the 
growers and what’s been published in 
the past is the best we can do.” 

The industry points right back at the 
scientists. Agencies like DFW “have a 
mandate, and the mandate says to use 
science to protect the wildlife of the 
state,” Allen says. “So give us a number, 
guys. 

What shouldn't be lost in all this is 
the premise of the Bioscience article: 
that cannabis production has an envi- 
ronmental toll. Nobody knows what the 
precise toll is, but that hasn’t stopped 
people from guessing — or having those 
guesses accepted as gospel.

I used to dread visits from 
my New York and Los Angeles peo- 
ple. You know — creative people, reg- 
ulars at Upright Citizens Brigade in 
L.A. or at underground shows in de- 
cidedly-not-to-code Brooklyn ware- 
houses. Where to take these visitors 
to San Francisco when ACT is dark or 
tickets are too expensive, when 
Pearl’s is long gone and Fort Mason 
is too far to go for improv? I resorted 
to drowning the question in food 
and drink, hoping our status as a sec- 
ond-class arts city would get lost ina 
tide of dim sum, bourbon, and IPA. 

“How far we’ve come,’ I thought 
to myself as I sat in PianoFight, 
which opened nine months ago in 
the Tenderloin. I sipped a mezcal 
Negroni at a candlelit table in the 
main dining room, across from a 
pair of excited New Yorkers — one 
of whom used to live in L.A. Jazz 
standards floated from the piano 
in the cabaret space near the door 
while we waited to slip into the 
joint’s black box theater to catch 
a play. 

PianoFight occupies the former 
Original Joe’s space on Taylor 
Street, right around the corner 
from the historic Compton’s Caf- 
eteria site. A Herb Caen-era cock- 
tail-crowd favorite, Original Joe’s 
was devastated by a fire in 2007 
and sat empty until a trio of the- 
ater and food nerds recently took

it over. The result is PianoFight: a 
multi-venue performance complex 
with a large main stage, the black 
box with pitch-perfect acoustics, 
and a cabaret space. 

PianoFight reflects the city’s 
plan to do more with Mid-Market 
and the TL than replace seedy 
storefronts with tech-friendly 
office space and convert dive bars 
into $12 mixologists’ cocktail 
lounges. Along with ACT’s new 
Strand Theater on Market and 
the longstanding EXIT Theatre on 
Eddy, PianoFight suggests that the 
TL's art scene isn't just going to 
evaporate because of the city’s tech 
bubble brouhaha. 

Still, PianoFight is a work in 
progress. The dinner menu is sim- 
ple but solid, with fried chicken 
sandwiches and Cajun fries served 
on plastic trays. And the jazz music 
is clearly calculated not to chal- 
lenge the Thursday evening crowd 
(a Miles Davis arrangement flowed 
into the James Bond theme). 

But Life in Trouble, the show in 
the black box, resonated. It was 
the autobiography of a young black 
man struggling to become an artist 
in a time and a place where that’s 
harder and harder to do. 

If PianoFight is a sign of the 
TL’s encroaching gentrification, it’s 
the kind of gentrification I’m not 
embarrassed to show off. 
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A basement, renovated and rebranded.

Goldenvoice, the concert 
promoter that created Coachella, has 
sunk $500,000 into the Regency Ball- 
room’s basement, turning it into a full- 
blown concert hall (with its own bar) 
called Social Hall SE 

According to Paul Billings, Vice 
President of Goldenvoice, the new 
600-person venue will host its first 
official concert in early September, 
although the space has staged occa- 
sional concerts as the Sutter Room

since 2008. It has mostly been used 
as a space for private corporate 
events, like Google and LucasArts 
Christmas parties. Hosting concerts 
was too expensive before the renova- 
tions because the venue had to rent 
lighting and sound equipment for 
each event. Now, after Goldenvoice 
spent three months and a small 
fortune transforming the space into 
a turn-key concert venue, mid-sized 
bands have a prime new place to 
perform. 

“It’s the right size for up-and- 
coming DJs and bands, as well as es- 
tablished artists who want to warm 
up in a smaller space,” Billings said. 

This isn’t the first transformation 








for The Regency Center, which was 
built in 1909 and has variously been 
a Masonic Temple, a dance studio, 
the Polish Arts Foundation, anda 
movie theater. The building currently 
houses three venues (The Regency 
Ballroom, The Lodge, and now Social 
Hall SF) and is a beautiful example 
of Scottish Rite temple architecture, 


A.C.T.'s revitalized theater expands its programming to Mid-Market.

When the American Conservatory The- 
ater restored the Strand Theater, exces- 
sive attention to detail was paid. There 
is a “scar” on the floor to commemorate 
a demolished marble staircase, aneon 
sign restored at no small expense, and 
even the T-bars in a newly exposed wall 
received some special care. 

“We liked that it looked sort of 
archaeological,” Don-Scott Cooper, 
General Manager of A.C.T., told me. 
“But we had to fireproof them, and 
the paint only comes in white.” 

Rather than leave big white 
splotches on the wall, Cooper tasked 
one of the company’s scene painters 
to photograph the steel, fireproof 
them, and then repaint them to 
match the weathered state they were 


in at the beginning of the renovation. 


“It’s the best trompe l’oeil you'll 
see on Market,” Cooper said. (Disclo- 
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sure: I was a bartender at A.C.T. for 
two seasons.) 

The ghosts of dead movie theaters 
— most of which (like the Strand) 
started out as reputable only to 
decline into seedy — haunt Market 
Street. Built in 1917, the Strand 
went through numerous incarna- 
tions before its porn-palace phase, 
and had languished unused since 
2003. 

“The goal was to make a space 
that engaged with the neighborhood 
as much as possible,” said Aaron 
Jensen, an architect on the project. 
“And it really brought the life to a 
unique spot, and made this lobby 
almost a theatrical room in and of 
itself. It was immensely challenging, 
but it also framed the problem in a 
way that I don’t think you could have 
conceived of if you had a blank slate.” 

During my brief tour, I stood on 
the “diving board” that overlooks 


the lobby, peered up at the trap door 
beneath the stage, observed a slight- 
ly passive-aggressive note in the 
dressing room kitchen (“Dirty dishes 
in the sink triggers crippling depres- 
sion in kittens”), and checked out an 
array of props on a table, arranged 
for Love and Information, a show 
with 70 scenes and 150 characters. 
Because a rehearsal was underway, 

I didn’t ascend to the roof — which 
A.C.T. calls the “Rueff,” after Rusty 
Rueff, a donor and chairman emer- 
itus of the Grammy Foundation — 
but I did see artwork that long pre- 
ceded A.C.T.’s tenure which it kept: 
graffiti of a pierced punk holding a 
hypodermic needle. It’s a hallmark of 
another, bygone SOMA. 

Conscious of the displacement 
battles playing out all over the 
neighborhood, and of the need to 
serve its existing population, A.C.T. 
didn’t want to rehabilitate a building 


featuring neoclassical and Beaux- 
Arts styles. 

Since the building’s owners al- 
ready have all the necessary permits 
for live performances and alcohol 
sales, the new basement venue, 
with its arched ceiling, low stage, 
and brand new sound system, has 
a brighter future than most young 





only for it to see use at night. So it 
installed a café. 

“My projections are to break 
even, Cooper said. “But if we don’t 
lose any money, we can keep the 
space open during the day.” 

Of course, the Strand is a the- 
ater above all else. Complementing 
A.C.T.’s programming at the nearby 
Geary Theater, the Strand will stage 
two productions a season, each of 
them for 10 weeks. (That’s much lon- 
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venues in the city. It’s a space that 
mid-sized touring bands can count 
on being around when they come to 
town — a critical consideration when 
bands begin to book tours. And con- 
cert fans can count on a redesigned 
entryway and 40-foot wooden bar 
ready to pour tasty spirits when the 
new space opens in September.

ger than the three-and-a-half weeks 
for most shows at the Geary.)

Let's get loud on Valencia.

If you’re a kid who’s just moved to 
San Francisco, excited for your new job and 
eager to make a difference, are you likelier 

to hang around a classic San Francisco venue 
whose glory days you can never really be 
part of? Or might you gravitate toward a 
place that’s just as fresh on the scene as 

you are? 

This question might be moot, consider- 
ing how hard this city’s nightlife struggled 
lately. 

Fred Barnes, manager of The Chapel, is 
the first to admit that his venue has a lot 
of things going for it that make long-term 
survival easier. The primo location off the 
corner of 19th and Valencia streets helps a 
lot. So does the fact that The Chapel has a 
lot of space — very hard to come by these 
days — which means it can accommodate 
big crowds. The Chapel’s space also means 
that its venue, bar, and restaurant can op- 
erate independently of each other. The bar 
and restaurant are still foot traffic draws 
while shows are in progress, which means 
The Chapel can occupy several niches at 
once. That kind of flexibility may be crit- 
ical to running a successful venue in S.F:: 
You've got to cast a wide net and always 
have something going on. 

It seems to be working. Thee Oh Sees 
have now done two three-night residencies 
at The Chapel, and even recorded one of 
their shows direct to tape for a potential 
live record. It was three crazy, sweaty 
nights of pure madness. The venue has also 
brought in artists like James Blake, Future 
Islands, Hozier, Allen Stone, Elvis Costello, 
Lightning Bolt, and more — a great record 
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for a club with just over two years under 
its belt. 

But even with these advantages, what 
Barnes wants to talk about is the way in 
which The Chapel is trying to embrace the 
spirit of the moment, not fight it. 

“It’s hard not to be excited as well as ter- 
rified,” Barnes said. “There’s so much good 
stuff happening. Even as musicians can’t af- 
ford rent, there’s so much good music. A lot 
of friends in bands playing different kinds 
of good music — what do you think a scene 
is? That is a scene.” 

And if we talk about it dying, we also 
have to talk about it growing. “When I 
came to the Mission from London five or 
six years ago, what shocked me was how 
people went to bars but there was so little 
energy on the streets,” Barnes said. “Now, 
trying to get out of the building on a Satur- 
day night, you have to wait for traffic space 
on the sidewalk. It’s insane. That’s got to be 
a good thing at some level.” 

Saying yes to that newbie who moved to 
the neighborhood, doesn’t know anything 
about its history, and just wants to be part 
of something special — don’t we all? — is 
the secret to tapping into that energy and 
thriving. 

The fact that The Chapel isn’t clinging to 
a storied history may be why it’s part of the 
future. “A lot of people who are younger have 
come here and feel like this is their place. 
These other places belong to an older San 
Francisco; it’s not theirs. This place is theirs. 
They come to us because they feel that,” 
Barnes said. “It feels redundant to try to hold 
on to anything in San Francisco. That’s the 
beauty and the detriment. If you live here 
long enough, you will feel displaced.” 
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Recently renovated, this legendary venue — and everything in 


it-—is better than ever.

For 108 years, the Swedish American 
Hall has stood on Market Street, serving as a 
venue for weddings and celebrations in what was 
once a largely Scandinavian neighborhood. The 
intervening decades have brought changes, but 
while a 2014 renovation spooked live music fans 
accustomed to seeing clubs implode, the build- 
ing — an umbrella for several discrete venues — 
has not fundamentally changed. New condos are 
breaking ground next door, but if anything, the 
building is now being used to its full potential. 
There is no Swedish fishiness (so to speak), and 
we can all relax. 

The 1907 structure really was overdue for a 
facelift, according to Kate Michels, Director of 
Sales and Marketing for Ne Timeas Restaurant 
Group, which took over the Swedish American 
Hall. They’ve partnered with the cocktail team 
Bon Vivants (the geniuses behind Trick Dog) 
and the music impresarios at Noise Pop, best 
known for the festival of the same name. 

Apart from fresh paint and sexy wallpaper, 
the most obvious change to the casual ob- 
server is that the larger, Noise Pop-affiliated 
events have all moved from the basement to 
the 300-person venue upstairs, meaning no 
more sweaty punk shows in a dank basement. 

The new programming “would have been 
kind of cramped in the old Cafe du Nord,” Mi- 
chels said, understating matters quite a bit. 

While it had always been a seven-night- 
a-week kind of place, Cafe du Nord has gone 
from being a “calendared, ticketed experience” 
(in Michels’ words) to one where the music 
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takes a backseat to the food and cocktails. 
Nowadays, you might get some New Orleans 
jazz or a chanteuse at the piano, but they’re 
meant to complement the broiled oysters, 
rib eye steaks, and ice cream sundaes. Strike 
another blow against S.F’s reputation as a 
late-night wasteland: Cafe du Nord’s kitchen 
churns out food until 1:30 a.m. 

Meanwhile, a new Basque restaurant 
(Aatxe) with a highly coveted chef’s counter 
has taken up in what were formerly offices 
and a long-defunct café. The hype is worth 
it, too: When this critic visited in May, he 
was wowed by the pork trotter, the trumpet 
mushrooms a la plancha, and the five-piece 
pintxo flight. Curiously enough, the space 
held a Basque restaurant once before, and 
during the Aatxe buildout — which, as such 
things tend to do, took longer than expected 
— the team discovered doors to nowhere and 
other relics of the building’s alleged past asa 
speakeasy. (No ghosts, however.) 

With so many prestigious organizations, is 
there any room left for the Swedes? 

“Yes, they actually took over the entire 
fourth floor, where they have a library and 
a conference room, Michels said. “Every 
month, they still meet. They’re still very much 
a part of that building.” 

Surely one of the old-timers knows some 
stories about that speakeasy and whether any 
doubloons (or kroner) are buried behind the 
hidden doors. Michels was cheerfully reluc- 
tant to elaborate much further. 

“The Swedes love to tell stories. Half of it, 
I’m not sure if it’s the truth or not.”

Hey, look, an art gallery is opening by Union Square!

Standing on the bottom level 
of her new Union Square gallery, sur- 
rounded by two levels of photography, 
video, and painting by an Oakland artist 
named Swampy, Ashley Chandran is 
beaming as she describes her week. The 
biggest event? Her gallery’s opening, 
when more than 1,000 people — many 
from outside California — ventured 
through her doors to experience 
Swampy’s work in a long, expansive 
space that gives the art, and the art-go- 
ers, room to breathe. Chandran, an artist 
herself (body painting is her specialty), 
had long aspired to open a San Francisco 
gallery — especially as other downtown 
art spaces began to retrench and disap- 
pear over the last five years. 

“Artists are always shoved into 
little gallery spaces,’ Chandran tells 
a visitor. “And I wanted to, right here 
in Union Square, create a big massive 
space for them to work with.” 





An All-Ages Oasis

Twenty hardcore kids are 
crammed inside The Honey Hive on 
Judah Street. Enough Said, a punk act 
from Southern California, is playing 
the stageless, low-ceilinged art space. 
The band’s singer is shirtless and 
writhing, often crashing into the slam- 
dancing kids, who then ping-pong back 
and forth between walls separated by 
15 feet of hardwood floor. 

The Honey Hive, in the Outer 
Sunset, is one of the few all-ages 
venues left in the city. The SUB-Mis- 
sion, a longtime Mission District 
venue that served as a hub for vari- 
ous all-ages music scenes in the Bay 
Area, closed its doors last month 
because of a steep rent increase and 
the city’s crackdown on code enforce- 
ment. And Viracocha, another un- 
derground, all-ages Mission District 
venue, seems to be on a similarly

Chandran is only 27, but she has 
the background of someone who 
is suited to gallery ownership. Her 
father is an entrepreneur who emi- 
grated from India and started an oil 
company, and she inherited his ability 
to take risks in areas that require pas- 
sion and motivation. Chandran, who 
grew up in Millbrae, studied mass me- 
dia and communications at New York 
University, taking business and art 
classes on the side. She always knew 
she'd return to the Bay Area. And she 
knew that art was her forte. 

“My big adventure growing up 
was to go to San Francisco and look 
at the art — that was my escape, 
and it helped me go through a lot of 
my younger years, says Chandran, 
whose gallery sponsored art events 
before the building opened. “As I got 
older, I started to really get interest- 
ed in the contexts of mass publics 
and art, and communication between 
the two. I came back here and the 
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ill-fated path. But as those spots fall, 
The Honey Hive has emerged as a 
new destination for the city’s youth- 
ful music obsessives. 

Daniel Berliner, 27, took over 
The Honey Hive after his roommate, 
who founded the space, disappeared 
for several months in 2013. With 
rent due and an absentee owner, 
Berliner sprang into action and orga- 
nized two months of benefit shows. 
The fundraising worked, and upon 
returning from his impromptu va- 
cation, The Honey Hive’s owner was 
so impressed to see the place still in 
business that he transferred owner- 
ship to Berliner. 

“There are no other venues in S.F. 
that only host all-ages shows, as far 
as I know,” Berliner says. “Where are 
bands under 21 supposed to play 
shows in a permitted environment? 
They probably get the cops called on 





galleries were leaving. And the scene 
that I'd grown up and loved, and took 
shelter in, was leaving. And people 
were saying that art was dying in San 
Francisco. But I’ve always loved how 
art mixes in with this city. I wanted 
to see it come back and get the re- 
spect it deserves.” 

For longtime San Francisco 
galleries that rent their spaces, 
especially those on Geary St. near 
Union Square, the recent upturn 
in San Francisco’s real-estate has 
pushed many to the brink. Among 
the high-profile Geary galleries that 
have been forced out in the past two 
years: George Krevsky Gallery, Rena 
Bransten Gallery, and Patricia Swee- 
tow Gallery. 

At Chandran Gallery, Swampy’s 
art makes for an ideal first exhibit. 
His work features new images and 
video from train- and boat-hopping 
ventures from Mexico to Alaska. The 
people Swampy captures are like him: 


them just for practicing at home.” 
All-ages means no alcohol can be 
sold on the property or brought to 
shows by attendees, which can crip- 
ple a fledgling venue's bottom line. 
But that doesn’t stop young fans 
or up-and-coming bands from fre- 
quenting The Honey Hive. Nor has it 
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stowaways and riders of the rails. 
Swampy rarely appears in person at 
his shows, so the July 25 opening at 
Chandran Gallery attracted fans from 
around the western United States. 
“My family came, and then the loy- 
al scenesters came at night, and then 
I won't forget it: These punk kids who 
don’t have the money to buy anything 
at art shows, coming from different 
states, spending $40 on a book [of 
Swampy’s art], because they’re so 
loyal,” Chandran says. “I saw these 
kids with spikes, and vests, and the 
patches, curled up in the corner just 
adoring every single page. So many 
of these kids thanked me for opening 
the gallery and showing this type of 
artist. They felt like they'd been shut

stopped some unwanted attention. 

“We were prompted by numerous 
visits from the police to actually ap- 
ply for our Limited Live Performance 
permit,” Berliner says. “This permit 
officially gave us permission from 
the city to host performances...and 
poetry readings.”

out. That was very special for me.” 
Chandran says she spent four 
times as much upgrading 459 Geary 
St. as she did buying it in 2010 
— costs that included seismic im- 
provements, redesigning the layout, 
and eliminating years of previous 
construction neglect. In the building’s 
previous state, the interior almost 
resembled a war zone. The gallery is 
6,500 square feet. “I designed every 
inch,” she says of the transformation. 
“It took five years.” Looking around 
her gallery, Chandran says she’s still 
amazed at the building’s transforma- 
tion. “It’s a dream come true,’ Chan- 
dran says, adding, “It’s an investment 
of passion. There’s no limit to what I 
would do for artists.” 


Berliner adds, “One neighbor 
showed up in opposition to the 
permit at the public hearing 
in September 2014, but the 
Entertainment Commission ruled 
unanimously in our favor.” 

Despite the goodwill, there 
are still some restrictions. The 
Honey Hive has to end every 
show by 10 p.m., send a schedule 
of events to the Taraval police 
station, and make noise reduction 
renovations.

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AnS.F. institution goes analog inthe Inner Sunset.

Stephen Sparks wants to 
make one thing clear: Green Apple 
Books didn’t “save” Le Video — al- 
though it’s easy to see how that mis- 
conception took hold. 

When Books on the Park, Green 
Apple’s newest outpost, opened last 
year on the ground floor of Le Vid- 
eo’s 9th Avenue location, it seemed 
that the struggling movie shop had 
finally found a patron. 

“For us, it wasn’t a charitable 
act,” says Green Apple owner Pete 
Mulvhill. “If [Le Video] survived, it 
would have been because of what 
they do.” 

But for a while, Le Video’s sur- 
vival was a big if. The sun set on the 
home movie rental market years 
ago, and while Le Video managed to 
limp along, business was hurting. 
Last spring, the store raised more 
than $60,000 on Indiegogo to help 
keep the doors open. But it needed a 
permanent fix. 

At the same time, Green Apple 
was scouting for a second location. 

We had considered a second 
store on and off for a couple years,” 
Mulvhill says. “One of the trends we 
saw was that ebook [sales] had lev- 
eled off, and that print and ebooks 
were coexisting.” 

One day, Mulvhill was browsing 
nextdoor.com, a neighborhood news 
site, when he came across a thread 
of Inner Sunset members lamenting 
Le Video’s imminent demise. 
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“One of the comments was 
[about] sharing the space with 
someone else,’ Mulvhill says. So he 
called Catherine Tchen, Le Video’s 
owner, with a plan. Tchen told him 
it was the call she'd been waiting for. 

The plan, which came to fruition, 
was for Books on the Park to occu- 
py Le Video’s bottom floor. It’s a 
showroom space, with blond wood 
shelves stocked with new hardcovers 
made luminous by the store’s track 
lighting. It’s all in marked contrast 
to the arthritic staircase and over- 
whelmed shelves at Green Apple’s 
Clement Street store. 

Books on the Park caters to a dif- 
ferent crowd than Clement Street, 
too. The store doesn’t sell used 
books, for instance, only new re- 
leases at regular retail prices. It also 
hosts author appearances, which is 
impossible in Green Apple’s crowded 
Richmond District digs. Overall, the

offerings at Books on the Park are 
also more pop than culture — a copy 
of Coloring for Grown-Ups, anyone? 

And while the Richmond Dis- 
trict surrounding Green Apple’s 
flagship location has changed dra- 
matically over the decades, Books 
on the Park seems to complement 
its surroundings. 

“[We get a lot of] people coming 
in and out; marathons end here,” 
Sparks says. “The 44 picks up right 
here and drops off.” 

You also have to admit that a 
new store selling print products in 
the most digital city on earth has a 
maverick charm. 

“We all have friends who work 
for Apple and Google — they all 
read books,” Sparks says. “The idea 
[here] is to foster that discovery. 
In some ways, we’re tastemakers; 
in other ways, we represent the 
community.”

In an interview with NPR, William T. Vollmann explained his willingness to 
enter the red zone surrounding Japan’s Fukushima nuclear plant, likening him- 
self to the older ants who risk their lives because their demise would not bea 
measurable loss to the colony.

We admit to being a bit precious about Tennessee Williams so we met BATS Im- 
prov’s announcement for Improvised Tennessee Williams with unwarranted 
skepticism. Fact is, tragedy and comedy have always been kissing cousins, and Wil- 
liams understood the absurdity of the human predicament better than most. “We 
are all sentenced to solitary confinement inside our own skins, for life,” says Val in 
Orpheus Descending, summarizing the core issue that permeates Williams’ work. 
Still, his characters are as likely to confront loneliness with cool, calculated wit as po- 
etic delusion. As the adage goes, it’s funny because it’s true. After nearly 30 years, 
BATS knows this fact inside and out. Fueled by suggestions from the crowd, their 
skillful players will create an entirely unique show on the spot in the style of Tennes- 
see Williams, rather than parody one already written. Certainly, some of Williams’ 
great failures — Kingdom of Earth comes to mind — could be surrendered to spoof, re- 
plete with caricatures of easy virtue, but BATS’ caution to viewers under 16 is cer- 
tainly promising.

Blackness as Performance 





Anew exhibit at Yerba Buena looks back on 50 years of African American conceptual art.

Two years ago, scholar and 
performance artist Coco Fusco donned in- 
tricate hair and flesh makeup to morph 
into a Planet of the Apes psychologist 
named Dr. Zira, then took the stage at the 
Studio Museum of Harlem and had the 
audience laughing and nodding along as 
she critiqued the behavior of homo sapiens. 
Humans exhibit complicated and 
contradictory standards, Fusco intoned, 
showing slides and video as she pointed 
to society’s approval of chicken farms 
that “hoarded” scores of animals for 
slaughter and society’s disapproval of cat 
lovers who “hoarded” animals for care 
and companionship. Channeling the film 
character’s exact cadence and intellec- 
tual dispassion — including academic 
language like “impulsively acquisitive 
behaviors” — Fusco also critiqued alpha 
males’ violent tendencies. All the while, 
she implicitly addressed an issue that the 
original Planet of the Apes movies also 
tackled by implication: race relations. 
“The character Zira is a kind of 
go-between and a cultural translator — 
a chimp who studies another mammal 
group, humans — so she’s interested in 
interspecies communications, which in 
a lot of science fiction is a metaphor for 
race relations,” says Fusco, the author 
of six books and a visiting scholar at the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technolo- 
gy. ‘She’s a transgressor — she steps 
outside the thought box of her own 
religion and society to think of humans 
as potential equals. She challenges 
dogma. She’s a pacifist. She’s a feminist. 
So her character had all these qualities 
that I could identify with very strongly, 
and that I thought would be interesting 
on stage. And also, because she’s an 
academic and a researcher, the language 
she uses to understand social issues can 


be used ironically.” 

Fusco reprises her Dr. Zira character 
for “Radical Presence: Black Perfor- 
mance in Contemporary Art,” the Yerba 
Buena Center for the Arts exhibit that 
is a stunning revelation about the black 
experience in America and overseas. The 
astonishment derives not from the sub- 
ject matter — race, race relations, and 
race perceptions — but from the auda- 
cious ways that African American artists 
have, for more than 50 years, performed 
work on public street corners, in small 
private spaces, and at mainstream ven- 
ues. The artists have kept pushing the 
boundaries of their craft — provoking, 
shouting, and sometimes staying silent 
in a bid to prod their audiences, however

small, into critical thinking. 

Among the many standout works 
of video, photography, and sculpture at 
“Radical Presence” is Ulysses Jenkins’ 
Mass of Images, a four-minute film from 
1978 where he wheels himself around 
a room of TVs and takes us through a 
history of offensive photos — including 
whites in blackface — while shouting at 
the camera, “You're just a mass of im- 
ages you ve gotten to know, from years 
and years of TV shows!” 

There is also a clutch of photos from 
David Hammons’ 1983 Bliz-aard Ball 
Sale, where he tries to sell different-sized 
snow balls to passersby on a wintry 
New York street, and William Pope.L's 
2000 video work, Eating the Wall Street 
Journal, in which Pope. literally eats the 
right-leaning newspaper while wear- 
ing a jockstrap atop a 10-foot-high 

toilet. Zachary Fabri’s 2007 video 
work, My High Fructose Corn 
Syrup Fix and White Flour Consti- 
pation, sees Fabri — at traffic in- 
tersections in Reykjavik, Iceland 
— drinking and spitting out 
soda as he spasms and convuls- 
es, then pours flour on the street 
and prostrates himself there. And 
Xaviera Simmons’ 2012 photo proj- 
ect, Number 14 (When A Group of 
People Comes Together To Watch 
Someone Do Something), 
shows her boarding a train 
in Sri Lanka while wearing 
shorts and a shirt, only to 
cover herself. Her fellow 
riders help apply the 
layers of conservative 
fabric that transform 
her appearance. 
Billed as the first 
comprehensive sur- 
vey of performance 
art by black visual 


artists from the United States and 

the Caribbean, and organized by the 
Contemporary Arts Museum Houston, 
“Radical Presence” spotlights artists who 
are well known in art circles but don’t get 
the pop-culture attention given to Dave 
Chappelle and other black entertainers 
who address similar issues. In Chappelle’s 
Show’s first season in 2003, Chappelle 
wore wigs and adopted different accents 
to play outlandish characters, such as a 
blind, black KKK member who preaches 
hatred before a room of white racists. 
That’s what Fusco will do at YBCA on 
August 19, when she performs the 

work called Observations of Predation in 
Humans: A Lecture by Dr. Zira, Animal 
Psychologist. The work originated in 
Fusco’s university courses, when she was 
lecturing to students who were strug- 
gling with a straight academic approach 
to Afrofuturism, which covers the inter- 
section of history, science, culture, and 
black identity. 

“Thad been teaching classes on Afro- 
futurism, in which I was trying to get 
students to think about how sci-fi films 
and literature and futuristic paradigms, 
even in music and performance, could 
be leveraged to address race relations 
issues, Fusco tells SF Weekly. “This was 
before Ferguson and any of that. And I 
found that my students responded very 
well to the Planet of the Apes films. When 
I teach the class to undergraduates, I 
show the original five films, which I 
think are the ones that are more obvious 
and more effective social critiques than 
the other films that came later. And 
noticing how the students responded — 
they really kind of got it — I found that 
for young people who are somewhat anx- 
ious and tentative about being honest 
about their views on race and race rela- 
tions, and have this kind of weird com- 
passion fatigue before the fact — they’re 


like 20 and nothing’s ever happened to 
them, and they’re already tired about 
talking about race. For that kind of stu- 
dent, these films worked really well. They 
opened the students up, and they could 
see how a fiction that wasn’t necessarily 
a reportage on race could take you into 
some dimensions of the problem that 
you wouldn't ordinarily see.” 

Fusco’s long history of performance 
art includes the 2006 work A Room of 
One’s Own: Women and Power in the 
New America, where she dresses in 
army fatigues and uses Virginia Woolf 
as a springboard to talk about female 
interrogators in U.S.-led wars in Iraq 
and Afghanistan. Fusco performed that 
work around the world, including at 
London’s Victoria and Albert Museum 
and Oslo’s Kunstnernes Hus. Fusco, who 
has a doctorate in Art & Visual Culture 
from London’s Middlesex University 
and a master’s in Modern Thought and 
Literature from Stanford, is one of the 
few American performance artists who 
have earned high acclaim in both the art 
world and academia. In 2013, she was 
awarded both a Guggenheim fellowship 
and a Fulbright fellowship, and in 2008 
and 1993, her work was presented in the 
Whitney Biennial. Fusco says her per- 
formance art and her academic work are 
complementary. In a lecture hall, Fusco 
covers material over weeks and months, 
trying to embed ideas that will percolate 
with students in the long haul. Ona 
stage, Fusco lives in the moment. 

“It’s often assumed that I have this 
agitprop approach to art-making, and I 
don't,’ Fusco says. “I’m drawn to social 
issues but I don’t try to turn my art into 
some kind of vehicle to clobber people 
over the head, and I don’t expect it to 
produce an instant change either. I don’t 
think that’s the way art works.”

Know Your Street Art 


The Sixth 
Extinction 


415 Alabama St. (at 17th) 


Earlier this year, scientists 
definitively announced that Earth was 
in the midst of a sixth mass die-off of 
the planet’s species, this one induced by 
humans. The research paralleled Eliza- 
beth Kolbert’s 2014 Pulitzer Prize-win- 
ning book The Sixth Extinction. After 
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reading Kolbert’s tome, and a 2007 book 
called The World Without Us, which pos- 
tulates a post-human world, Ricky Weis- 
broth originated an artwork that’s now 
on a wall outside Project Artaud, the 
nonprofit Mission District arts complex 
that opened in 1971. 

Weisbroth’s art isn’t a depressing 
shout-out. In fact, the mural’s thou- 
sands of geometric lines — couched 
in three different shapes, one of them 
an animal — are almost architectural 
and abstract. 

“T now have a very bleak image 
of the future,” says Weisbroth, 70, 

a founding member of Project Artaud 


who is a longtime writer and artist. 
“T hope it’s obvious from the imagery 
that there’s a progression in the 
extinction.” 

Working from a small series of 
drawings, Weisbroth had 34 neighbors 
and friends put up the work in its 
larger dimensions — it’s her first mu- 
ral. Antonin Artuad, whose ground- 
breaking work in early 20th century 
France inspired Project Artaud, once 
said, “Hell is of this world.” From a 
previous project, Artaud’s name, in 
red tile, overlooks Weisbroth’s art. The 
artwork’s commingling seems entirely 
appropriate. JC

The Diary of a Teenage Girl 
Rated R. Opens Friday at the AMC 
Metreon 16 and the Clay. 
Marielle Heller’s The Diary of a Teenage 
Girl is one of the best films of the year. 
Based on Phoebe Gloeckner’s graphic 
novel, the girl is 15-year-old Minnie 
(Bel Powley), who lives in 1976 San 
Francisco with her divorced, boozy 
mother Charlotte (Kristen Wiig). Min- 
nie’s desire to explore her own sexuality 
leads her into an affair with her moth- 
er’s boyfriend Monroe (Alexander 
Skarsgard), and eventually deep into 
the city’s darker corners. She’s also a 
budding cartoonist, and her hero (and 
imaginary friend) is Aline Kominsky, 
best known as R. Crumb’s wife but long 
overdue for a critical reassessment on 
her own merits — something Diary will 
hopefully spark. In addition to being 
very funny and uplifting — even as 
Minnie makes some bad choices and en- 
ters into a spiral — The Diary of a Teen- 
age Girlis as unflinching in its portrayal 
of its hero’s experimentation as an R 
rating will allow. Remarkably, it also 
pulls off the feat of neither catering to 
the male gaze nor demonizing Minnie, 
making it something of an outlier 
among films about young girls who em- 
brace their sexuality. Neither adults nor 
teenage girls should miss the chance to 
unlock this Diary.

Kahlil Gibran’s The Prophet 
Rated PG. Opens Friday, August 14, 
at Opera Plaza Cinema. 
At last, here’s our animated film of the 
eternally popular 1923 prose-poem col- 
lection from Lebanese-American writer 
and wedding speech go-to guy Kahlil Gi- 
bran.

tion and reductive Middle Eastern exot- 
icism, as dissident poet-in-exile 
Mustafa (voiced by Liam Neeson) en- 
chants the puckish young daughter 
(Quvenzhané Wallis) of his house- 
keeper (Salma Hayek, who also pro- 
duced the film) with a series of 
romantic philosophical sermons. Early 
on, the girl’s relative muteness is a plot 
point, at least in that it renders hera 
captive audience to Mustafa’s wise-man 
musings. Of course, these musings ar- 
en’t at all seditious, as the authorities in 
Mustafa’s unnamed Mediterranean vil- 
lage maintain, but they do get a little 
annoying after a while. So it’s helpful to 
have each little lecture illustrated by a 
different animator, which underscores 
the universal appeal of Gibran’s lyricism 
and alleviates the general condescen- 
sion. Even at their most artful, though, 
the vignettes — by master animators 
Tomm Moore, Nina Paley, and Bill 
Plympton, among others — tend to 
veer toward bathetic literalism, remind- 
ing us how this sort of poetry prospers 
best in the reader’s mind. That said, the 
film accords well with its earnest source 
material. If in the long run it accrues 
about as much cultural value as a set of 
inspirational refrigerator magnets, well, 
we all need to eat. Jonathan Kiefer 


Kurt Cobain: Montage of Heck 
Not rated. Opens Friday at the Roxie 
Theater. 
In the decades since Kurt Cobain took 
advantage of his Second Amendment 
rights, unauthorized documentaries 
about him have become a cottage indus- 
try to rival 9/11 Truthers, as a quick 
YouTube search for “Kurt Cobain” and 
“documentary” will demonstrate. A few 
documentaries have even played in the- 
aters, though they were hamstrung by 





not being able to use Cobain’s music or 
image beyond the confines of fair use. 
Enter Brett Morgen’s Kurt Cobain: Mon- 
tage of Heck, the first documentary 
made with the blessing of Cobain’s es- 
tate. It makes use not only of Nirvana’s 
music but also of Cobain’s diaries, draw- 
ings, Super 8 films, and — most intrigu- 
ingly — the sound collages from which 
the film takes its title. A snippet of one 
plays over the Universal logo at the be- 
ginning, a perversity Cobain probably 
would have appreciated. In addition to 
the usual talking-head interviews (al- 
though not with the Talking 

Heads), Montage of Heck uses every trick 
in the modern documentary book, in- 
cluding animating Cobain’s voice re- 
cordings and private journals, thus 
ensuring every aspect of the intensely 
private man’s life is laid bare in a way 
that straddles the line between celebra- 
tory and mercenary. At 132 minutes, 
however, Montage of Heck becomes 
more of a marathon — never hellish, but 
occasionally overwhelming, which is no 


doubt the point. SC 


People Places Things 
Rated R. Opens Friday at the Roxie 
Theater. 
Despite having a title so vague it might 
as well have been Subject Verb Object, 
James C. Strouse’s People Places 
Things is a pleasant romantic comedy. 
Will (Flight of the Conchords’ Je- 
maine Clement, letting his New Zea- 
land accent fly) is an art professor and 
graphic novelist in New York who's try- 
ing to put his life back together after 
discovering his girlfriend Charlie 
(Stephanie Allynne) has been unfaith- 
ful. Complicating matters are custody 
issues surrounding Charlie and Will’s 
adorable twin moppets, Clio and Co- 
lette (Aundrea and Gia Gadsbay); 
meanwhile, Will’s student Kat (Jessica 
Williams) sets him up on a date with 
her mother Diane (Regina Hall). In ad- 
dition to having some genuinely witty 
dialogue, People Places Things presents 
what used to be taboo or scandalous as 
a new kind of normal. There are some 
things that are unheard of even in indie 
films: The twins were born out of wed- 
lock, which isn’t a big deal; Will is white 
and Diane is black, which isn’t a plot 
point; and Regina Hall is older than Je- 
maine Clement. People Places 
Things does leave some threads unre- 
solved at the end, but then again, so 


does life. SC

Rated R. Opens Friday, August 14. 
In director Jon Watts’ proudly spartan 
thriller, two schoolboys (James Freed- 
son-Jackson and Hays Wellford) run 
away from small town Colorado, only to 
find themselves caught up in a go-no- 
where genre exercise. One conspicuous 
early shot has the camera glide unim- 
peded through a barbed wire fence — 
possibly a signal to view all that follows 
as merely a fantasy of preteen male 
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wish fulfillment. Watts and co-writer 
Christopher D. Ford do havea 
dumb-but-deliberate kid logic, which is 
handy when most other forms of logic 
need not apply. Anyway, the boys dis- 
cover the cop car of the movie's title 
abandoned in a field and take it fora 
fateful joyride. This draws the atten- 
tion of a sheriff, played with gusto bya 
creepily mustachioed Kevin Bacon who 
looks as wiry as a strand of rationed 
beef jerky. A predictable game of cat- 


and-mouse ensues, with the mild 
downer of a film forced to follow what 
might not be an entirely feature-wor- 
thy hook. Here strutting, there limp- 
ing, the movie sometimes seems at 
odds with itself. Its characters are whit- 
tled down into plot-serving ciphers, 
left to dawdle in scenes that take too 
long. At least there is the glib suspense 
of kids naively playing with loaded as- 
sault rifles. Shea Whigham and Cam- 
ryn Manheim co-star. JK

Best of Enemies Something happened to TV news 


during the election season of 1968, and it was 
beautiful, terrible, and irrevocable. To claw out of a 
desperate ratings slump, ABC convened Gore Vidal 
and William F. Buckley Jr., respectively the nation’s 
highest-ranking heretical left-wing dandy and its 
living edifice of arch-conservatism, to debate the 
issues of the day (which, in 1968, were deep and 
distressing). The result, as Morgan Neville and 
Robert Gordon's engrossing documentary suggests, 
was a resounding drop of poison in the well of 
televised American political discourse. If today it 
seems like all pundits all the time, shouting over 
each other only to be heard not saying much, that’s 
thanks in part to the grand and gripping feud that 
was Buckley vs. Vidal. Of course it must be said that 
pre-TV American political discourse had no shortage 
of impoliteness, but what's so striking about this 
particular téte-a-téte is the sheer eloquence 
of mutual contempt. Both men were truly and 
personally concerned about the state of American 
social affairs, and although diametrically opposed, 
both were patrician snobs. From a modern vantage 
point, the level of their conversation is astonishingly 
high — at least until it degenerated. But then, that 
degeneration has its share of fascinations too. The 
filmmakers work hard to give context and credit 
where it’s due. They don’t take sides but do take 
the high road, with a tone of rueful retrospect. (JK) 


A Borrowed Identity Originally titled Dancing Arabs, 


Eran Riklis' A Borrowed Identity is as caught be- 
tween tones as its protagonist is caught between 
cultures. Set in the 1980s, Eyad (Tawfeek Barhom) is 
a gifted Palestinian teenager whose father Salah (Ali 
Suliman, who gave one of 2012's best performances 
in The Attack) has a past which may or may not 
involve terrorism, depending on how one defines 
the word. Because he’s very smart, Eyad is accepted 
into the Jerusalem Arts and Science Academy, 
where he discovers that his intelligence is not 
enough to overcome the prejudice he encounters as 
an Arab in an Israeli school. He does find friendship 
in a classmate (Michael Moshonov) succumbing to 
muscular dystrophy, and a young love with Naomi 
(Daniel Kitsis), an affair that must be kept on the 
down-low thanks to her mother, who'd rather Naomi 
be a cancer-stricken lesbian than date an Arab. What 
could be interpreted as the identity-borrowing of 
the title doesn’t really happen until the third act. 
There are many decade signifiers (Eyad and Naomi 
watch Wim Wenders’ Wings of Desire, which should 
be required of all characters in movies set in the 
1980s), and there are hints of a John Hughes around 
the edges, but A Borrowed Identity borrows from 
various genres without finding one of its own. (SC) 


Dark Places Gone Girl author Gillian Flynn's other best- 


seller has become a movie courtesy of writer-di- 
rector Gilles Paquet-Brenner, a French filmmaker 
with a penchant for solemn survivor-guilt stories 
of child endangerment. Whereas his previous 
film Sarah's Key was a true Holocaust tale, Dark 
Places is a fictional contemporary mystery with 
its young siblings subjected to murderous fury 
not from Nazis, but from...well, that’s the mystery. 
Libby and Ben — played by Sterling Jerins and Tye 
Sheridan as youngsters (and by Charlize Theron and 
Corey Stoll as adults) — escaped the killing of their 
entire rural Kansas family in the mid-1980s, she by 
jumping out a window, he by apparently having been 
the perpetrator. But that version of events doesn't 
sit right with a handful of true crime groupies who 
track down the adult Libby and convince her to visit 
Ben in prison. Like along, less-fun episode of Dexter 
— with its sheen of cheese, its flat expository narra- 
tion, its belabored insistence on “darkness” — the 
picture is dim in two senses: underlit and unclever. 
Its talented cast also includes Nicholas Hoult, 
Christina Hendricks, and Chloé Grace Moretz, but 


the plodding material doesn’t manage to serve any 
of them particularly well. Cross-cutting between 
past and present seems trudging and obligatory, 
illustrating the difference between suspenseful and 
just plain stretched out. Flynn fans will probably 
be divided on how well this enterprise honors her 
book. With regard to its merits as a movie, well, 
for a guy who apparently likes digging into intense 
memories, Paquet-Brenner has an unfortunate habit 
of dramatic forgetability. (JK) 


Irrational Man Woody Allen's new movie has Joaquin 


Phoenix as arumpled and joyless philosophy pro- 
fessor, spouting Kant and flasking single malt at a 
lush (but fake) Rhode Island college. His background 
includes “volunteer work," “social protest,” and a 
profound lack of fulfillment, all of which are rather 
lazily sketched-in. To the local ladies he’s an exotic 
and romantic creature, or so goes the tired theme 
on which Allen plays two labored variations. Right 
away, a lonely fellow prof played by Parker Posey 
wants to ditch her husband for this guy, and an 
eager student played by Emma Stone wants to 
swap him out for her boringly loyal boyfriend. Then 
things get even more contrived, but also more 
interesting. An awkward moral-thriller mishmash 
of Dostoyevsky and Patricia Highsmith, this is one 
of Allen's ‘What can a man get away with?” movies, 
a la Match Point and Crimes and Misdemeanors, 
but with a few plot turns just risible enough to 
make us wish he'd tried it in the style of his own 
early farces. It helps Allen's cause that Phoenix 
these days has such a flair for playing weariness 
with urgency, and Posey and Stone each redeem 
near-caricatures with singular emotional credi- 
bility. On the soundtrack, the Ramsey Lewis Trio’s 
piano-driven bop classic “The ‘In’ Crowd” drops in 
here and there to signify the whirl of mind-gears 
and turn the screw of suspense. The movie's most 
important moment involves a judge, and hinges 
ona decisively illegal action taken wholly on the 
basis of hearsay. What an opportunity that is, 
ethical-consideration-wise, yet Allen just breezes 
right past it. Adversarial observers of his personal 
life should note his habit of dramatizing big ideas 
about culpability not so much by really going to dark 
places, but instead by suggesting them in lines of 
throwaway dialogue. Irrational Man is involving, 
but it feels inadequate. (JK)

local programmer and noir nerd Elliot Lavine is 
said to have come to San Francisco from Detroit 
in 1975. Ride the Pink Horse officially launches his 
latest | Wake Up Dreaming series, and it's a fine 
start to a month's worth of nearly forgotten noir 
treasures. Montgomery, who directed himself, com- 
ports himself well with his supporting performers 
— particularly an adolescent naif-nymph played with 
radiant intensity by Wanda Hendrix, and a plump 
drunkard played with cliché-transcending warmth 
by Thomas Gomez, who thus became history's first 
Oscar-nominated Hispanic actor. Like Lavine’s 
whole series, this film is full of surprises. (JK) 


Japan Film Festival 2015 Highlights back at New Peo- 


ple include one of this year's best films, Hiromasa 
Yonebayashi's Studio Ghibli anime When Marnie Was 
There, about a troubled young girl who discovers 
friendship from an unusual source. Ghibli is also 
represented by Hayao Miyazaki’s 2013 The Wind 
Rises, a fictionalized but controversial telling of the 
life of Jiro Horikoshi, who designed the Mitsubishi 
Zero during World War II. On the live-action front, 
there's the 2003 Blind Swordsman: Zatoichi by 
Takeshi Kitano (“Beat” Takeshi if you're nasty), 
starring Kitano as the visually-impaired samurai of 
the title and ELECTRIC DRAGON 8000V's Tadanobu 
Asano as his ronin nemesis. Help keep Japantown 
festive!

Listen to Me Marion An interesting modern trend in 


documentaries is that of dead people narrating 
the story of their lives via audio recordings, such 
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as Chuck Workman's Magician: The Astonishing 
Life & Work of Orson Welles or Mark Mori's Bettie 
Page Reveals All. Stevan Riley's Marlon Brando 
doc Listen to Me Marlon isn't quite up to the en- 
tertaining standards of those two films — possibly 
because Riley's subject was much more brooding 
and opaque, and ultimately hated the trappings 
of success and fame that eventually led to the 
tragic deaths of his children. The audio is culled 
largely from hundreds of hours of tapes Brando 
recorded for his own purposes, and the images 
from seemingly every time a camera was pointed at 
him. Why he’s considered one of the best actors is 
never made clear, mostly because his performances 
can't be summed up in sound bites — not even just 
“Stella!” — and the picture largely ignores many of 
his later roles, the most obvious absence being his 
part in the making and unmaking of the 1996 Island 
of Dr. Moreau. As it happens, David Gregory's recent 
documentary Lost Soul: The Doomed Journey 
of Richard Stanley's Island of Dr. Moreau fills in 
some those gaps. Between the two may well lie 
the truth. (SC)

And how, journalist and gay 
activist David Thorpe wonders, did he get stuck 
with it? Thorpe drums up some perfunctory story 
beats by consulting a speech pathologist and a 
Hollywood voice coach, but gets better material 
from straight talk, if you will, with close friends and 
famous people, including David Sedaris and George 
Takei.

Imagine, a Hacker 
Without Aspberger’s 


Humans used to have existen- 
tial moments when they would stop 
polishing their spittoons or pedaling 
their penny-farthings and be suddenly 
struck with the knowledge that they 
are essentially and irretrievably alone 
in the universe, and that the universe 
itself is truly unknowable, and so is 
the reason for our very existence, and 
... Whoa. 

Now, people get caught up in dif- 
ferent Big Questions: “Are our brains 
just giant computers, and has an 
unseen force slowly made us create 
systems outside of ourselves that 
duplicate what we do organically but, 
being digital, can never be killed and 
will eventually surpass homo sapiens 
and take over the world?” 

I still get whoa moments about 
existence, but mostly I marvel at how 
my computer has indeed become an 
extension of myself and of my 
secrets. Hack into my email 
and you will come across 
some morally suspect 
deeds; look at my browser 
history and you'll marvel at 
my obsessions with Nazis 
and midcentury furniture. 
Read my texts, see my 
job performance reviews, 
catalog my surreptitious 
love affairs. It’s not just me, 
either. Big stars can’t even 
help themselves from broad- 
casting stupid tweets (even 
if only for 30 seconds, before 
their conscience steps in and 
deletes them). Imagine what 
the stars don’t show us. 

That’s why the new 
It-show Mr. Robot fascinates me. 

Its main character, Elliot Alderson 
(played by Rami Malek), is a master 
hacker, an occupation that gives him 
the ability to take people down. He 
can “read the minds” of his friends, 
his associates, and even his therapist 


by gaining access to their online lives. 


I'd be happy enough with a well-writ- 
ten show based on this premise, but 
Mr. Robot also has a huge array of 
backstories with layers of perception 
and meaning. 

It’s computer geeks versus Big 
Business Evil Empires, it’s secret so- 
cieties, and it’s villains and damsels. 
Mr. Robot himself is Christian Slater, 
who I always associate with all things 
mediocre, but he might finally have 
found a good landing place for his 
Jack Nicholson impersonation. He 
drags Elliot into his scheme to take 
down a giant, nefarious corporation. 
We aren't really sure Mr. Robot even 
exists, or that anything in Elliot’s 
world really exists, because he’s a 
bit nuts and also has a morphine 


habit. I’m sure there are also lots 

of subplots and themes that hinge 

on various forms of computational 
dorkiness, too. There’s a reason that 
this show rates 97 percent on Rotten 
Tomatoes: It sustains the cerebral TV 
thriller types who can’t wait to take 
their computers and share their opin- 
ions with the world. Does Joe Sixpack 
care? Prolly not. 

Elliot’s existentialism centers 
around his loneliness and internal 
world. He has difficulty connecting 
with people, but thank God the 
writers haven't given him the trait 
that’s now ubiquitous among obses- 
sive-compulsives: sociopathy, As- 
perger’s, or whatever trendy “on-the- 
spectrum’ disorder that drives a plot 
these days. He’s just sort of a mess; 
flip to any page in the DSM-IV 
and point.

Here’s why I’m most excited, 
though. I think we may finally be 
reaching a point where antiheroes 
are just hero-heroes. Elliot is a cyber 
Robin Hood, and Robin Hood was 
just a good guy. Sure, he stole, but 
for a good cause. Tony Soprano, Dex- 
ter, and Heisenberg were all strong 
antiheroes, which was fantastic, but 
it’s time to move on from television’s 
reliance on fatal flaws. The only way 
to go from here, if I may be counter- 
intuitive for a moment, is a return to 
all-bad or all-good. We aren't quite 
ready for either, so a good guy with 
a drug habit works fine as a bridge. 
The USA Network has done so by cre- 
ating a show that is edgy enough to 
be compelling but which centers on a 
contemporary superhero with special 
mind-reading powers. Yes, he has a 
ton of problems and imperfections, 
but I haven’t found myself wrestling 
with whether or not to like him. I 
just do.

Grand Prix Fixe 





Trestle pulls off aspectacular achievement: four courses for $45.

I’ve never considered Columbus 
Avenue exciting for locals. The street is 
part of San Francisco’s tourist quadrant, 
far from where anybody I know lives, and 
it bears the eternal hepcat cross of North 
Beach. 

“Well, for every Comstock Saloon or 
Tosca, there’s still a Café Macaroni or 
a Stinking Rose,” I used to think. But 
now there’s Trestle — and no longer a 
need to rationalize North Beach. 

Although technically on Jackson 
Street, Trestle is a trapezoidal New 
American restaurant that all but fronts 
onto Columbus. The restaurant tucks 
its ambition into a very simple prem- 
ise: $35 gets you three courses, each 
with two choices, with an optional 
$10 add-on pasta course. This is all the 
more remarkable given that $35 has 
become an acceptable price for a stand- 
alone entree (the Niman Ranch rib-eye 
at Barrel Room, for instance, is $38). 

But if you’re expecting HVAC-filled 
ambiance lit by a lone Edison bulb, 
deposit your cynicism at coat check. 
Over the course of two visits, I was 
impressed with virtually everything, 
from the plating of the roast quail to 
the bouquet in the oversized vase in 
the center of the room. 

Whereas a chef’s tasting menu 
starts with an amuse-bouche or two, 
Trestle’s isn’t a tasting menu. It’s a prix 
fixe, and the appetizers are sized like 
real things that real people would eat. 
The heirloom tomato salad (with her- 
bed ricotta, crispy lavash, and a basil 
pesto vinaigrette) looked like a decon- 
structed gyro and tasted like a distilla- 
tion of high summer. Sweet corn soup, 
poured onto a corn fritter at the table, 
was a study in creaminess. 

For the pasta course — which I'd 
call “mandatory” rather than “option- 
al” — I loved the mushroom risotto, 
which sidestepped gimmicky truffle oil 
in favor of parmesan and two shavings 
of king trumpet ’shroom. An even sim- 
pler dish, the garganelli Bolognese, was 
the real winner. (When “cracked black 
pepper” shows up as an ingredient, you 
know a restaurant is sticking to ba- 
sics.) Granted, there’s a blob of burrata 
on top of this otherwise spartan basil- 
and-red-sauce preparation, but it’s a 
kiss of opulence. 

Seen from one angle, the pan- 
roasted day boat scallops (with 
hummus, calamari salad, and salsa 
verde) could have been something in 
a Dutch Old Master’s still life. On a 
visual basis alone, the scallops were 
lovely, but more importantly, they 
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were delicious: a mesh of textures 

and temperatures, with the scallops 
expertly seared. Capping off the savory 
part of the meal was a sausage-stuffed 
roast quail, which sounds much 
heavier than it was. Whether lightened 
by the grilled peaches’ acid or offset 

by the kale and farro 

underneath, this 

state bird wasn't the 

least bit overdone. 


the latter almost not sweet enough; no 
other course begged for such sharing. 

In short, Trestle is a wow. My only 
complaint would be that if you visit 
more than once, you might eat the 
same meal. (In my case, only the salad 
course was different.) Presumably, 
that’s one way they 
keep the restau- 
rant’s costs low, but 
it doesn't help in

nothing looked 
defrosted or farmed- 
out. If anything, 
dessert is probably 
the hardest leg of 
the prix fixe to put 
together at scale. The brown butter 
financier with lemon curd, blackberry 
compote, and vanilla ice cream was 
best eaten at top speed, yet pulled off 
a certain hominess that the superior 
chocolate pot de créme (with bourbon 
whipped cream, orange-almond 
streusel, and cocoa nibs) didn’t even 
attempt. The former was very sweet,

The rest of the 
method isn’t alche- 
my. No need to con- 
sult the philosopher’s stone when Tres- 
tle likely earns its profits from the wine 
list, as many places do. I don’t know for 
a fact that the food side of the equation 
is an intentional loss leader, but just 
as EDM concerts allegedly infuse more 
cash into Vegas casinos than gambling 
does, it may be that savvy restaurateurs 
can now capitalize on changing tastes,

and a city full of fat wallets is willing 
to shell out on wine if people think the 
food is a steal. 

This isn’t to say Trestle is a den of 
cold calculations with pretty art on the 
walls. Along with the check, diners are 
presented a little guestbook in which 
they can write a bland congratulatory 
note — the equivalent of having a 
camcorder thrust in your face and be- 
ing told to say something funny — or 
maybe just draw a stegosaurus anda 
smiley face. It’s cute. 

Less-than-exorbitant tasting 
menus seem to be a legitimate spinoff 
of the small-plates, sharing-every- 
thing ethos. Witness Commonwealth’s 
$75 six-course menu; Aster’s $59 
four-course menu; and Mr. Pollo’s $20 
four-course menu. I doubt this trend 
can arrest the irresistible force of plate 
inflation, which is now normal — does 
anyone gawk at $11 cocktails any- 
more? — but if it shames even a cou- 
ple of chefs into following this model, 
we ll be better off.

they enter. 

Fasting for three days beforehand is 
beginning to look like a prudent plan- 
ning strategy, and we haven't even got 


of the liquor is imported from Kentucky 
and Tennessee, where centuries-old tradi- 
tions are never threatened. But anew 
wave of Bay Area distilleries is figuring out 
ways to honor whiskey’s proud past while 
also navigating into unchartered terri- 
tory. A sense of place infuses the booze 
they’re bottling as much as the tasting 
notes do. 

When Anchor Brewing fired up its 
beautiful copper pot still in Potrero Hill 
over 20 years ago, its team was inspired 
by the full-bodied ryes of pre-Prohibi- 
tion America. Yet with all this reverence 
for history, Anchor headed in a new 
direction, producing Old Potrero Rye 
from 100 percent malted rye. Released 
after just one year in the barrel, which 
results in a very young expression with 
limited oak influence, it brought more 
earthiness and spice than American pal- 
ates were accustomed to at the time. 

Back then, it was groundbreaking. 
Nowadays, Old Potrero is so coveted 
that it’s on tight allocation, mostly to 
the bars and bottle shops that have car- 
ried it for years.

slightly cheaper, to procure a $65 bottle 
of Anchor’s 18th Century Style Whis- 
key. Although aged for nearly three 
years, this particular expression rests in 
oak barrels that are toasted rather than 
charred. This means fewer caramelized 
notes in the whiskey, and more of a 
raw-grain character. This was a more 
common way to experience whiskey 
over 100 years ago. Since you probably 
weren't alive back then, it’s new to you. 

In the whiskey game, nothing is 
more traditional than single malt — 
distilled by the Scots for generations, 
using only 100 percent malted barley. 
That hasn’t stopped Lance Winters, St. 
George's Master Distiller, from impart- 
ing his own take on the hallowed hooch. 
He smokes a portion of unroasted barley 
over beech and alder wood, then ages 
the spirit in used barrels that previously 
housed bourbon, port, or sherry. Ulti- 
mately, he bottles a product with sweet- 
ened aromas and a heartening complex- 
ity. The next release, due out in October, 
expands ever so slightly the conception 
of what a single malt ought to be. 

But when it comes to pushing the 
envelope entirely, Seven Stills of San 
Francisco is the one to watch. Billing 
itself as a “whiskey for craft beer 
lovers” is hardly marketing jargon; the 
spirits are distilled from high-quality 
Bay Area beer. 

“Seven Stills was founded on this 
idea that traditional whiskey recipes 
don’t use the wide palette of ingredients 
available to brewers,” says founder and 
distiller Clint Potter. “By tapping into 
these ingredients, there is a lot of room 
to explore new flavors that have never 
been brought out in a whiskey.” 

Seven Stills’ Chocasmoke, distilled 
from a chocolate oatmeal dark ale, 
elicits the roasted tonalities of stout 
without encroaching upon the space of 
a heavily-smoked scotch. Whipnose is 
a whiskey for hopheads, entirely unlike 
anything else on the shelf today. 

Since launching three years ago, 
Seven Stills has enjoyed a rapid rise to 
stardom. Asa result, Potter, along with 
co-owner Tim Obert, will soon sign a 
lease on a new location in the Bayview, 
where they plan to produce all of their 
whiskies in-house by 2016. By then, 
we can expect even more distilleries to 
have opened. Thanks for all your help, 
Kentucky.

Vince Guaraldi’s 
Re-Created for Grace Cathedral

It’s impossible to think of the 
animated Peanuts television show with- 
out also thinking of the music of Vince 
Guaraldi. His pensive bossa nova-in- 
spired piano playing provides melan- 
choly but sweet backdrop (and theme 
song) for Charlie Brown, a child protag- 
onist with adult-sized portions of self- 
doubt. 

By the mid-’60s, Guaraldi’s signa- 
ture laid-back musical style — com- 
bined with thick-framed glasses and a 
predominant mustache — had earned 
him near cult-of-personality status, 
according to biographer Derrick 
Bang. A San Francisco native, active 
member of the Bay Area jazz scene, 
and a sideman for Cal Tjader, Guaral- 
di earned a Grammy for best original 
jazz composition in 1963 for “Cast 
Your Fate to the Wind,” which was 
ubiquitous on American radio that 
year. At gigs around that time, his re- 
cord label handed out fake cardboard 
mustaches to people in the audience 
who were eager to wear them. He was 
known as “Dr. Funk” and “the Italian 
Leprechaun.” 

“His hands were too small to span 
an entire octave on the piano, so he 
couldn’t play certain chords,” Bang 
said. “His sound is so uniquely him. 
You hear a few bars and you know it’s 
him playing.” 

“Cast Your Fate to the Wind” 
stood out from others songs on the 
radio and caught the attention of 
Lee Mendelson, a television producer 
working on an animated special based 
on the Peanuts comic strip created 
by Charles M. Schulz. Mendelson 
reached out to Guaraldi, and within 
two weeks the piano player had a 
piece for the producer to listen to. 
Guaraldi went on to provide the mu- 
sic for 17 Peanuts specials. 

When it came time to unveil San 
Francisco’s newly completed Grace 
Cathedral, it was decided that there 
would be a “jazz mass” performed, 
and Guaraldi, by then a Grammy-win- 
ning local hero and graduate of SF 
State, was tapped for the job. He 
spent 18 months working with a 
choir in San Rafael every Saturday 
to create a groundbreaking piece of 
work that remains largely overlooked

by his fans. His performance of the 
jazz mass on May 21, 1965 a Grace 
Cathedral is considered the first time 
mainstream jazz was heard during an 
American church service. Guaraldi 
died at 47 in 1976. 


In an effort to remind fans of 
this piece of jazz history, Sacramen- 
to-based pianist Jim Martinez and 
his quartet will lead a 50th anniversa- 
ry concert presentation of Guaraldi’s 
Jazz Mass at 2 p.m. on Aug. 15 at 
Grace Cathedral. The Fair Oaks Pres- 
byterian Church Choir, directed by 
John McDaniel, and several members 
of the original St. Paul’s Church Choir 
who performed alongside Guaraldi 
and his trio in 1965 will perform 
alongside Martinez. 

Guaraldi’s journey to writing jazz 
music for a church service can be 
traced back to music composed by 
Antonio Carlos Jobim and Luiz Bonfa 
for the soundtrack to Black Orpheus, 

a 1959 film by French director Mar- 
cel Camus set in a favela in Rio de 
Janeiro during Carnaval. Guaraldi 
loved the music and recorded his own 
arrangements of that album’s main 
themes in 1962, right when “Girl 
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Vince Guaraldi 


From Ipanema” and other bossa nova 
music was getting big in the U.S., ac- 
cording to Bangs. 

“Guaraldi was smooth, easy, 
and infectious,” Bang said. “Guaraldi 
had the gift of knocking off an infec- 
tious little melody, you would swear 
you knew it hearing it the first time. 
And he wouldn’t do anything the 
same way twice, because he didn’t 
write or read music. He practiced his 
ass off and learned some basics, but 
by and large, he picked up his parts 
by feeling them or getting assistance 
from others.”

Dancefloor Characters

Electronic music, in general, is 
lacking in characters. Producers and 
DJs tend to fall into two broad catego- 
ries: the dour, moody, surly types (read: 
“underground DJs”), and the white- 
sunglasses-and-purple-V-neck party 
animal types (read: “festival DJs”). Real, 
honest-to-goodness weirdos are few 
and far between in electronic music. 
Maybe it’s because for all of its self-as- 
cribed iconoclasm, electronic 

music actually lives and dies by the 
trend; artists who operate outside of 
certain prescribed narratives tend to 
find success wanting. 

Enter DJ Fett Burger and DJ So- 
tofett. The two brothers, producers, 
and DJs hail from Norway and run 
the uncompromisingly weird family 
of labels known as Sex Tags (Sex Tags 
Mania seems to be run primarily by 
Sotofett; Sex Tags UFO is Fett Burg- 
er’s operation). The pair have spent 
the last decade-plus doing their own 
thing and nothing but; it’s to their 
credit that “their own thing” defies

Less than a decade ago, a new cohort of 
American experimental electronic musi- 
cians emerged — Laurel Halo, Oneohtrix 
Point Never, James Ferraro, and others - 
who took their cue primarily from their 
training in classical music composition 


and from the Internet, two strange bedfel- 


lows that, when paired, unlock these art- 
ists’ sounds and aesthetic. Among this 
cohort, Halo stood out for her interest in 
the polyrhythmic sounds associated with 
U.K. bass music, post-dubstep, and all 
that, combining stepped rhythms with el- 
egant, synthetic pop. These days she lives 
in Berlin and is one of the marquee artists 
on futuristic British label Hyperdub, and 
Friday will mark her live debut in San 
Francisco. Joining her is John Roberts, 
who produces elegant music of a differ- 
ent sort: delicate, melodic, and plaintive 
techno. While Roberts usually performs 
live, this time around he’s stepping up on 
DJ duty, alongside the Direct To Earth 
crew from Oakland.

If it weren't for Canada, minimal techno as 
we know it wouldn't exist. Beginning in the 
late ‘90s, when Richie Hawtin (aka Plastik- 
man) launched his seminal label M_nus, 
the sound of minimal techno - stripped- 
down, bassline-centric, and largely es- 
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easy description. Ostensibly it’s house 
music, but it’s house music with so 
many strange, alien influences that 
it sounds pretty much like nothing 
else out there. Tropicalia, psyche- 
delica (both rock and drugs), noise, 
minimalism, electro, and new age are 
but a few of the influences you're apt 
to hear in their music (and their DJ 
sets). Let’s not forget that they have 
a finely honed self-aware sense of 
humor (see Fett Burger’s photo, the 


chewing melody — has been developed 
and refined by a handful of Canadian DJs 
and producers. Wagon Repair, a Vancou- 
ver-based record label helmed primarily 
by Konrad Black and Mathew Jonson, 
pushed the sound of minimal forward for 
most of the aughts, jazzing it up and 
broadening its palette. Konrad Black's 
tunes during this era were dark and 
moody, often featuring his own vocals on 
top of the shadowy groove. After a period 
of radio silence, he just released a new 12- 
inch on the German label Meander, featur- 
ing a beautiful tune built from breakbeats 
and haunting synthesizers, a fascinating 
shift in tone from his earlier works. Join- 
ing him is old-school funky house pro- 
ducer Blakkat, from L.A.

Gene Farris might not be as well-known as 
other Chicago house legends — Derrick 
Carter, Larry Heard, Frankie Knuckles, and 
the lot - but he's just as talented. He's been 
at it since 1994 and has racked up a discog- 
raphy of over 100 releases since, most put 
out on Cajual Records, the house mega-la- 
bel run by Green Velvet (a.k.a. Cajmere). 
Farris’s productions are very much in the 
classic Chicago house vein: informed by 
disco and soul, built around hard-hitting 
kick drums, throbbing basslines, and judi- 
ciously placed vocal samples (usually 
sourced from gospel or soul recordings, 
natch). He remains as productive as ever,

I’ve been reading your column for a while, and you always 
advise kinky people to go seek the same within the kink 
community.

“Congratulations to HISBALLS for admitting to 
himself that he has a creative sex drive,” said Donald 
Roger, the sadistic entrepreneur behind Shotgun 
Video (shotgunvideo.com), a gay BDSM porn studio 
that specializes in CBT. “Instead of wasting his time 
on why-am-!I-bored-with-this sex, HISBALLS can 
look forward to a passionate and fascinating sex life.” 

To say that Roger shares your kink, HISBALLS, 
is putting it mildly: Just torturing another man’s 
balls — listening to that man moan and groan — is 
all it takes to make Roger come. 

“People say that has to be trick photography,” 
said Roger, whose “no-hands loads” are featured 
in Shotgun videos. “But it’s not a trick! Doubters 
are welcome to purchase our 100th video, which 
is coming out this week.

The inclination to blame your sexuality and kinks 
on your loss is understandable, TOY, but it’s not 
reasonable. (Sorry about your dad, kiddo.) Because

— you quickly come to this: There are lots of gay men 
out there who are into bondage who didn't lose their 
dads at a young age, who don’t suffer from depres- 
sion or anxiety, who don't have abandonment issues, 
and whose childhoods were comparatively issue-free. 
It’s natural to wonder how you got to be kinky, TOY, 
but kinks are pretty random and pretty inexplicable. 


Your advice to UGH last week was fine in general — he’s the 
frustrated man whose wife isn’t interested in sex — and a 
pretty solid rehash of your standard advice for people trapped 
in sexless marriages. But I'm writing because you missed 
something that may have been key: “Currently, she can last 
having sex for nearly half an hour before feeling exhausted 
and stopping, regardless of me reaching orgasm or not.’ Two 
things: (1) Half an hour of PIV sex when you're not feeling it 
would take a vat of lube and probably still be painful. (2) His 
wife lies there getting the inside of her vagina sanded off by 
Jackhammer McGee here and then has the nerve to ask him 
to stop when it's too much “regardless” of HIS orgasm?!?
